— Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter, locked in a photo-

As the campaigning in one of the 
closest racey cf the century drew 
to a close, both President Ford and 
Carter mounted grueling 
through a few key states and satu- 
rated radio and television with last- 
minute appeals for support. 

Even the opinion polls found the 
outcome too close to predict. 

Carter, 52-year-old millonatre 
peanut farmer from Georgia, was 
given an edge of only one or two 
percentage points by most polls after 
& spectacular erosion of his lead. 

Two per cent of those polled fa- 
voured independent candidate Eugene 


McCarthy and one per cent other .

anti-Israel assault

WASHINGTON. — Israel Ambas- 
sador Simcha Dinitz yesterday 
asked the U.S. to support Israel 
during what is feared will be a 
major new anti-Israel offensive at 

the UN over the next two weeks. 

Dinitz made the request during 
® One-hour meeting with Secretary 
of State Kissinger at the State De- 
partment, Much of the session was 
devoted to expected anti-Israel ac- 
tions at the UN. They also ex- 
changed views on the current situ- 
ation in Lebanon. . 

Dinitz is scheduled to return io 
Israel later this week for consulta- 
tions in Jerusalem. But political 
observers would not be surprised 
if the Ambassador was asked once 
again to postpone the visit should 
anti-Israel developments at the UN 
portend ill for Israel. Dinitz was 
originally due to return to Israel 
im mid-September, but postponed 
that visit because of the then oi!- 
drilling dispute in the Suez Gulf. 

Dinitz protested to Kissinger 
about Egypt’s increasing anti-Israel 
stand at the world body — a trend 
that Israel considers tobe contrary 
to the Sinai TI accord. 

‘The sourcea said Kissinger argued 
that the Egyptians were probably 
seeking to win propaganda points 
in the Arab world, and thought 
aay a new anti-Israel offensive, 

d by Egypt, would improve their 
standing among fellow Arabs. ‘The 
Egyptians are said to be attempt-_ 


ing to counter the Syrian victory 
at the Riyadh and Cairo summit 
conferences, which legitimized Sy- 
ria’s presence in Lebanon, 

In addition te the Hebron issue,. 
the UN is .alzo expected to take 
up two other anti-Israel matters: 
the Committee on Palestine will 
bring forward its report to the 
General Assembly and the Com- 
mittee on ‘Apartheid will probably 
seek to condemn Israel's 
ship with South Africa. 

While Kissinger was said to have 
been sympathetic to Israel's posi- 
tion at the UN, he could not pro- 
vide a firm commitment of un- 
qualified support because no spe- 
cific resolutions had yet been 
drafted. He did say that the U.S. 
would work to prevent the intro- 
duction ,of such resolutions. 

Regarding the situation in Le- 
banon, the U.S. and Israel are said 
to be in agreement that Syria has 
not permitted Palestinian terrorists

In a statement formulated in 
conjunction with the State Attorney, 
Gavriel Bach, Prof. Menczel told 
‘the doctors that their action was a 
collective resignation and part of a 
strike. As such it was tegal, he 
seid. 

Attorney-general Aharon Barak 
also said: the mass resignations 
were not legally valid.

branch. “Some women only want 
to talk to another woman, and 
behind closed doors. The fact is 
that many women choose to come 
to our bureau, which is a sufficient 
answer to the question of why we 
run ‘one.”

Many of the women, all of whom 
work in some aspect of arts or 
crafts, seemed disappointed.

But many believe genuinely in 
partnership with Africans although 
that partnership will now become 
more equal more quickly than their 
political leaders encouraged them to 
understand. -Perhaps 70 per cent 
wish to stay on and build a successful 
multiracial society under an African 
government. What they are looking 
for at Geneva is political assurance 
of stability, psychologica) assurance 
that there will be a self respecting 
role for them in the new Zimbabwe.

MUNICH. — Mikhail! Belousov is not 
one of those Russian authors lionized 
in the West. And until a few months 
ago m0 one had heard of him in the 
Soviet Union either — at least as a 
writer. 

Until recently, the only writing 
Belousov. had ever done was of 
secret reports that ended in the 
archives of the Lubyanka, Moscow's 
dreaded KGB prison. 

But now Belousov is known as an 
|_ author. Hig book, “Notes of an Army 
"“Chekal Officer," ‘though not 
a best seller, ts doing quite well. 
above all, it adheres to that old prin- 
ciple that authors should only write 
about what they know. 

Belousov Wy, certataly knows ms 
theme. A retired major 
was by the end of World ae th the 
head of the administrative section of 
SMERSH, popularized by the late 
Tan Fleming. Not that SMERSH was 
quite what Fleming made it out to 
be. A contraction of the words smert 
shpionam — death to spies — it was 
established in the Soviet Army in the 
1920s to spy on the military itself and 
root out oat wisloyal élements from 
army ranks. During World War II it 
also had responsibility for intercep- 


ting enemy paratroopers, catching - 
utralizing: 


- Soviet deserters and ne 

enemy spies. Who was a spy and & 

deserter was to SMERSH to. 

decide, and it had the power to hand 
out and execute summary death 
sentences. 

Belousov’s book is full of anec- 
dotes about Ukrainian nationalists, 
* Catholic priests, and Jewish concen- 
tration camp escapees whom he con- 
sidered anti-Soviet agents and who 
were executed. 

The book is the most striking ex- 


ample of the KGB's current efforts 


to improve its public image. It is a 
campaign designed, so to speak, to 
make the USSR's secret police and 
inteligence agency appear to the 
average Soviet citizen as “a friend 
and heiper."” Its exploits are being 
dramatized and it is being portrayed

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Beyond first-aid

TEL AVIV. — The new IL13m. 
Magen David Adom station, which 
opens today, aims at going one step 
further than being a first.aid station 
— it hopes to grow gradually into the 
minor counterpart’ of a hospital's 
Emergency Ward. 
“We hope eventually — as acon as 
our x-ray machine is instalied — to 


-handle all -the easy cases which 


crowd the hospital's emergency 
wards today,’’ says Dr. Arye 
Merhav, a surgeon at Hadassah 
Balfour Hospital in Tel Aviv, and 
re Adviser to MDA in Tel Aviv- 

“About 30 per cent of those who 
turn up at hospitals are not admitted 
since they are not real emergencies; 
we would like to handle most of these 
cases, We have a small operating 
theatre here; three beds for patients 
who may have suffered heart ai- 
tacks and who have to stay under 
observation; and nine beds for other 
cases." 

At present, he notes, much of 
MDA’s work is what he calls “the 
scratch, bruise, cut, bloody nose and 
black ent."* 

“The old MDA station, in Rehov 
Mazeh, will remain open but will 
gradually be phased out of existence 
and closed — but it will be reopened 
in time of national emergency. For 
the present, patients can turn up at 
either station, but if at all possible, 
they should go to the new one in 
Rehov Alkalay, immediately behind 
the Tel Aviv Fire Department in 
Rehov Basel which itself les 
between Rehov Jabotinsky and 8d.

“One of our most active groups is 
in England — our Friends there rais- 
ed ILd2m. towards the building 
which bears the name of Michae) 
Sobell, chairman of the English 
Friends; the rest was raised 
locally.” 'The city donated the two- 
dunam plot of land. 

The station has two main en- 
trances. The first is for emergen- 
cy cases brought up in ambulances; 
the second is for persons coming on 
other business — mostly, it is hoped, 
to donate blood (which ix shipped to 
the Blood Bank in Jaffa). The 
building has a small auditorium, 
seating 175, and four classrooms. 
First aid courses will be given in the 
classrooms, and in 1975 some 9,000 
persons took such courses. 

In 1975, 40,000 patients received 
treatment at the Mazeh Street 
station. 

The station will continue to answer 
house calls, starting at 7 p.m. and 
Jasting until the clinics open in the 
morning. The fee will be IL65 a visit, 
with Kupat Holim returning two: 
thirds of the fee. In 1976, MDA doc- 
tors in Tel Aviv made 17,000 house 
calls. 

The telephone number for 
emergencies (to call an ambulance 
or a doctor) is 101; to contact the sta- 
tion for any other reason is 240111.

But at least it may result in 
reading more lively and entertaining 
than thoze dreadful Soviet novels 
about a love-triangle between a trac- 


tor driver, his tractor, and a milk-* 


maid, in which the tractor invariably 
wins.

Ablow for Zionist democracy 


WHEN THE ZiONIST GENERAL COUNCEL last July decided 
tto allow the next to be held without elections, it 
brought upon itself an avalanche of bitter disapproval. Critics 
charged that the decision was a blow to the democratic pro- — 
cess within the Zionist movement, and a move by older func- 


newspaper wrote, , that the Council had, “by its 
own hands, as imuch a5 guaranteed the meabinglessuess. of 
the forthcoming Zionist Congress.” : ; 

Attempts were made at the time — by chairman Yosef 
Almogi, for example — to belittle the impact of the decision. 
The cancellation of the elections was permissive and not man- 
datory: it depended on the consent of.at least 90 per cent . 
of the members of a country’s election committee. It was 
obvious that not all committees could muster the needed 
majority, and in fact not all of them did. But it was enough 
that the U.S., which accounts for two-thirds of all 
Zionists, should forgo the elections, to ensure that the Con- 
“gress, due’ to meet next January, would be largely self- 
appointed. 

This in itself would have been bad enough.-Now it turns 
out that it would also have been illegal In the unanimous 
opinion of the Court of the Zionist Congress, the decision of 
the Zionist General Council violated the constitution of the 
World Zionist Organization. The Court gave its ruling at the 
specific request of the WZO's own legal counsel who, as was 
pointed out, had not even been ‘given the floor before the 
Couneil took action. 

The inevitable consequence of this beneficial verdict will be © 
to pat the Congress off, perhaps until after next year’s 
Knesset elections — which, according to a dubious custom, 
will determine the composition of the Israeli delegation to 
the Congress. This delay may be resented by some parties 
which look with apprehension to the Israeli national poll. But 
it would not be too heavy a burden for the Zionist movement 
to bear. 


In addition, the requirement of holding Congress elections 
will entail an sano of valuable funds which might 
have been put to productive use elsewhere. Yet this, again, 
is not too great a price to pay by a movement which prides 
itself on its democratic character. As the Court said, “The 
‘WzZO must not turn into a federation of professional Zionists.”

UNFORTUNATELY, both Jeff 
and Miriam underestimated what 
it would take to re-establish 
themselves here ‘‘on their own 
terms."'

In the mean- 
time, there was a lot of bickering 
because the sponsors thought my 
expenses were high — they felt 
you can show what's happening 
all over the country without in- 
vestigating it firsthand. 

“The script was cut by one- 
third, eliminating some good 
black humour, satire, and strong 
stuff, I had to fight for 20 shooting 
days (we needed 25 and they 
wanted to give us 10). The author 
of the original rejected script 
became the producer.

After the IBM film, the Egers will 
make a 20-minute colour 
documentary for the Electric 
Company which looks at the 
problems of energy in Israel today 
and what the solutions will be in 
the next 80 years.

PAIRING — Though no com- 
puter has yet beat a grandmaster 
in a game, the Haifa Olympiad 
would be unthinkable without one. 


The 1976 Olympics are being held 
for the first time under the Swiss 
system, by which teams having an 
equal number of points are paired 
for each round. The date to deter- 
mine who plays whom is fed into 
the Technion computer which 
comes prompily back with the 
pairings of the 48 teams in the 
men's event, complete with the 
names of the players. (The 
women's pairings are given too, 
but since this event is being held 
under the old round-robin system 
— preliminaries and finals — the 
meets are known beforehand).

They have 
been and are made out of every 
conceivable material: wood, 
metal, leather, glasa, plastic and 
rubber. In fact, rubber was 


_ Probably first used in the form of 


a ball. Christopher Columbus 
records in the log of his second 
voyage to the New World his 
observations of the Haitians play- 
ing with gum-rubber balls. Man 
has not only exercised his body on 
the ball, but also his mind in its 
development and improvement 
and in new ways of playing with it. 

Of all bails, it is the tennis ball 
that sports the longest history. 
The first balls on record date from 
the year 1100, and were made of 
tightly-wound cloth strips sewn 
together. These balls, as befitted 
their age, were very “dead.” 
They were originally batted with 
the hand, but because they didn't 
go very far (and it hurt), players 
of longue paume as the game was 
called, began to use gloves or bind 
their hands with leather or cords 
to enable them to slam harder. 
Around the 15th century, the hand 
was replaced by a similar exten- 
sion known as the racket; its very 
name is originally derived from 
the Arabic rahat, meaning “palm 
of the hand." 

In Shakespeare's time, a new 
ball! made its welcome 
appearance on the courts. 
Covered with strips of leather, 
and stuffed with either wool, 
feathers, dog’s hair or sometimes 
even human hair, it was harder 
and did something no other ball 
had done before — it bounced. 
Suddenly it was a whole new ball 


game. 


IN THE 16TH CENTURY, the 
heyday of Real (or royal) Tennis, 
kings played and queens watched, 
Henry VIII was reputed to be an 
“outstanding player," but then 
again, perhaps his opponents 
realized it was more politic to lose 
a game than to lose a head. 

Unchanged and unimproved, 
Real Tennis stagnated until the 
latter half of the 19th century, 
when the sudden growth of the in- 
fant rubber industry brought forth 
a new ball. The first india-rubber 
balls appeared around 1860, 
Sometimes caoutchoues were per- 
forated with small holes. 

In 1874, a British army major by 
the name of W.C. Wingfield in- 
vented a game he proudly called 
“Sphairistike."" His enemies 
referred to it as just plain 
“Sticky.” Major Wingfield took 
out a patent on the game, which

gave him the sole right to sell all 
the necessary equipment. An in- 
dication of the swift use in the pop- 
ularity of his game is the change 
of the name of the All England 
Croquet Club at Wimbledon first 
to the Croquet and Tennia Club 
and then in 1882, to the Tennis and 
Croquet Club. This game was the 
prototype of the “Lawn Tennis"' of 
today. 

Someone discovered early on 
that a flannel covering gave 
rubber balls a longer life and 
made them more responsive to 
rackets. At first, two hemispheres 
of cloth were overoapped with a 
third band. This proved awkward,
